Shattered And Broken As Somme 


Forest—Never Be Quite 
Normal Again. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

BEHIND THE BRITISH LINES IN 
FRANCE, June 19,—( Associated 
Press Correspondence,)—-The French 
children found in the villages of nor- 
thern France evacuated by the Ger- 
mans under the pressure of the British 
and French offensives, present a pic- 
ture of the savagery of modern war- 
fare as characteristic as the Somme 
forest, shattered and broken by 
months of shell fire, 


Many of these children are orphans 


without home or relatives. Many 
have been grievously wounded. Most 
of them suffer from a species of shell- 
shock which affects them generally 
with a sort of tremor not unlike St. 
Vitus’ dance. 

They have had life and death, hor- 
rors human and inhuman, revealed to 
them in guises so terrible that they 
will never be quite normal again, All 
are underfed and frail from confine- 
ment in cellars. Cut off suddenly 
from relatives and friends, perhaps 
two years ago, they have continued to 
live within a few hundred yards of the 
front lines, listening always to the 
thud of shells and the crash of explo- 
sives until their idea of heaven is ‘a 
place that is very quiet.’ 

Everything that can be done to 
cure and care for them is now being 
done, constituting one of the most im- 
portant tasks of the French commit- 
tees on reconstruction, 

One French organization has a hos- 
pital with 400 child patients all under 
12 years of age, Most of them are 
wounded, Some have lost legs and 
arms, others their sight, others are 
suffering from brain fever or a puz- 
zling anaemia under which they waste 
away rapidly.

OTTAWA, June 19.—Only three 
peeches were disposed of in the

President Li Yuan Hung is virtu- 
ally a prisoner. General Chang Hsun, 
who has assumed the power of dicta- 
tor, has forced the secretarial staff to 
resign. 

Former members of parliament and 
friends of the president are not per- 
mitted to enter the palace, No com- 
proyiise has been reached on account 
of the steadily growing military op- 
position to General Chang Hsun, His 
nominee for premier, L1 Ching Hsi, is 
unable to obtain the consent of offi- 
cials to serve in a cabinet with him.

CANADIANS 


Acting Since Sir Julian Byng 
Left—Went With First 
Contingent. 


(By the Canadian Overseas Correspon- 
dent.) 

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Tuesday, June 19, via Lon- 
don.—Sir Arthur Currie, who has 
been acting commander of the Cana- 
dian corps since Sir Jullan Byng left, 
returned to headquarters this morn- 
ing, having been authorized to take 
over the command, 

Sir Arthur came to France with the 
original overseas contingent as 
a brigadier and has had a part In all 
the major engagements of the corps. 
His appointment greatly pleases the 
men in the trenches. He is the first 
Canadian to command the corps, His 
predecessors, Generals Alderson and 
Byng, were both imperial officers of 
long service and distinction. 

The new Canadian commander 
a member of the firm of Currie & 
Power, real estate agents, Victoria, 
B.C, He is the son of Wm. Garner 
Currle, and was born at Napperton, 
Ontario, December 56, 1875. He was 
educated at Strathroy Collegiate In- 
stitute. In 1893 he went to British 
Columbia and taught school at Syd- 
ney, B.C. He served 14 years with 
the 6th Regiment Canadian Garrison 
Artillery.

Supervision Over Food Resources 
Of The Country—Surplus 
For Allies. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, June 19.—The order in 
council defining the duties and pow- 
ers of Hon, W. J, Hanna, food con- 
troller of the Dominion, provides that 
the food controller shall make neec- 
essary investigations into the quant!- 
the location, ownership, sources of 


supply and prices of any article of 
food in Canada; that he shall ascer- 
taln domestic requirements and facilli- 


tate the export of the surplus to 
Great Britain and her allies, subject 
to the approval of the governor in 
council, 


The food controller may make reg- 
ulations governing the prices of any 
food and the storage, distribution, 
sale and delivery thereof,, providing 
for its conservation and governing 
consumption in hotels, restaurants, 
cafes, private houses, clubs, etc. 

It is further provided that, subject 
to the same approval of the cabinet, 
the controller may requisition, store, 
sell and deliver food and may appoint 


a necessary staff to carry on the 
work, Provision is made for co- 
operative action with any depart- 


ment of the Canadian government or 
of the governments of Great Britain 
and the allied countries, 

There is a proviso that his duties 
shall not interfere with the powers 
of the board of grain commissioners 
recently appointed to supervise the 
disposal of this year's grain crop

night and at 2 am., with a change

COLD STORAGE 
OPERATORS ARE 
GIVEN A BOOST 


OTTAWA, June 19.—That the cold 
storage establishments are not 80 
black as they have been painted is the 
conclusion of the cost of living com- 
missioner, W. ¥. O'Connor, K, C,, in 
a report he has 


submitted dealing 
with an investigation of 109 of such 
companies, Tho report, which is a 
preliminary one, is entirely statistical. 
The data includes*the quantities of 
food purchased by the companies, the 
cost laid down in the warehouse, av- 
erage cost per potnd, total quanti- 
tiles sold, prices per pound and a lot 
of similar details. ) 

The outstanding» conclusions 
summarized as follows: 

During 1916 butter (all grades) 
cost the cold storage companies an 
average price of $0 83-100 cents per 
pound, and they sold it at an average 
price of 82 78-100 cents per pound 
Cheese cost them an average of 18 
11-100 cents per pound and they sold 
{t at an average of 18 88-100 cents 
per pound, lggs cost them an aver- 
age price of 26 1:20 cents per dozen. 
They sold for home consumption at 
29 21-25 cents per*ozen and for ex- 
port for 83 61-100 cents per dozen. 
Beef of all grades Cost the cold stor- 
age companies an average of 10 8-4 
cents per pound and they sold it at 
an average price of 11 9-20 cents 
The average gelling price for home 
consumption of alb grades of beef 
was 11 1-4 cents per pound. 

Pork averaged them in cost 14 21- 
25 cents and was sold at an average 
of 16 83-100 cents for export and 
of 15 37-50 cents for home .consump- 
tion, Bacon cost 16 57-100 cents and 
sold at an average of 20 12-25 cents 
The average wale price per pound for 
home consumption was 19 35-106 
cents per pound. Mutton and lamb 
averaged 16 4-5 cents in coll and soll 
at an average price of 17 41-100 
cents. 

Export and domestic average sale 
prices were about the same. These 
are, of course, wholesale prices, but 
they have been checked in many 
cases by requiring from retail buyers, 
departmental stores and others the 
actual Invoices, showing prices charg- 
ed by the cold storage ostablish 
ments from time to time.

Candidates Named In 59 Constit- 
uencies For Elections In 
Saskatchewan. 


REGINA, Sask., June 19.—Nomina- 
tion proceedings in Saskatchewan's 
fourth provincial general election 
passed off quietly today, with no 
Startling surprises taking place. of 
the fifty-nine constituencies in the 
province nominations were made in 
fifty-seven, the election in the two 
far northern ridings of lle a La Crosse 
and Cumberland being in the de- 
ferred class. In addition nomination 
of soldiers’ candidates for the three 
representatives of the men now 
overseas will take place some time 
later across the water. 

Only two acclamations are report- 
ed. D,. J. Sykes, who has the unique 
honor in Canadian history of having 
been the choice of three distinct and 
and separate nominating conventions, 
first- Non-Partisan League, second 
Conservative, third Liberal, will be 
the representative of Swift Current i» 
the next house, Also, as a result of 
an arrangement made between the 
Liberal and Conservative organiza- 
tions, whereby Lieut. MacBeth Mal- 
colm, Liberal in Hanley, and now on 
home leave recovering from wounds, 
and. Lieut, Colonel Joseph Glenn, 
Conservative in South Qu’'Appele, 
were to be returned unopposed, the 
former is returned by acclamation, 
Colonel Glenn will have to go to the 
polls, not because a Liberal is oppos- 
ing him, for the Liberals have lived 
up to their agreement, but because an 
independent candidate in the person 
of David Railton, a well known farm- 
er, has entered the field. The elec- 
tion of Glenn is ,however, generally 
conceded, 

In all other constituencies the Lib- 
erals have candidates in the field. 
The Conservatives did not nominate in 
Last Mountain, leaving the fight there 


to a non-partisan candidate, who is 
opposing 8. J. Latta, Liberal. 
Interest has been added to the con- 


nomination of a woman 
candidate in Thunder Creek constit- 
uency, where Mrs. 8. V. Haight ia 
running on the Non-Partisan League 
ticket in opposition to the ‘straight 
Liberal and Conservative nominees, 

In addition to the voting in the 
home constituencies, all soldlers hail- 
ing from Saskatchewan and still in 
Canada will vote for the Fome con- 
stituency candidates on June 26, This 
has necessitated opening polls in all 
military camps in the province and al- 
so at Petawawa Camp in Ontario and 
Aldershot Camp in Nova Scotia. 

The Liberals have fifty-five candi- 
dates, one of whom is elected by ac- 
clamation in the person of Lieuten- 
ant Macbeth Malcolm, for Hanley, and 
the Conservatices have fifty-three, the 
Non-Partisans eight, including one 
woman and tho independents, includ 
ing labor, seven 

In the cities there were no surprises, 
Mon. W. M. Martin and Brig.-Gen, 
Embury being nominated in Regina; 
D. E, MacKenzie, Donald MacLean 
and A, M, Eddy in Saskatoon, while in 
Moose Jaw and Prince Albert the 
nominations went off as expected.

C. N. R: STATES CASE 
FOR GREATER RATES 


At the sitting of railway commis- 
sioners Tuesday afternoon, Mr, Phip- 
pin, K.C., on behalf of the C.N.R., sub- 
mitted a statement of comparative 
expenditure for railway maintenanc 
only, not capital expenditure, showing 
how the cost had increased during 
the last year. This worked out at 
over five million dollars, and, with 
additional cost of labor, Judge Phip- 
pin said that the extra cost could not 
be less than six million dollars. He 
said that it was estimated that the 
increases would not yield more than 
five million dollars. 

M. H. McLeod, general manager of 
the C.N.R,, also gave a statement of 
increased cost of operation between 
the years 1914 and 1917. 

Mr. Fisher pointed out that classi- 
fication 17 was going to mean a large 
increase of revenue and this should 
be a factor in any decision, 

Mr. Phippin drew the attention of 
the commisioners to a news item in 
the Edmonton Bulletin, which refer- 
red to tenders for supplies to the 
waterworks and street railway de- 
partments being opened at tio city 
hall and mention was made of how 
prices had increased. Judge Phip- 
pin asked that the item be filed as 
evidence, 

The chairman intimated that no 
decision would be given until later, as 
the matter would be spoken to at other 
points where the commission would 


sit. 


Rates on Fish, 

Evidence was heard supporting the 
application of R. L. Shimmin, of Kd- 
monton, for an order disallowing item 
No. 8B, in supplement No. 6, to F, G. 
Airy’s express tariff C.R.C. No, 1972, 
which provides for the cancellation 

of the arrangement whereby fish, in 

carloads, is carried at net weight from 
Edmonton to points in the United 
States. Virtually, Mr. Shimmin, who 
is a fish buyer and also fishermap in 
the northern lakes, asked for an order 
that the express companies should 
not increase the rates, as proposed, 
from Edmonton to Chicago. Mr. 
Shimmin said that it was suggested 
to increase the rate by 70 cents. 

The application was opposed by the 
traffic manager of the Dominion Ex- 
press Company. 

Mr. Shimmin said that owing to the 
increased cost of labor they could not 
afford to pay any increase of express 
rates. He considered that about 70 
carloads of fish would be shipped out 
this year, 

The chairman intimated that deci- 

sion would be given later. 
A similar answer was given to Col 
Edwards, who asked that a station 
on the G.T.P, be provided at Cooking 
Lake, with a caretaker during four 
months of the summer, Col, Edwards 
said that Cooking Lake attracted 
many visitors and there was no cer- 
tainty as to trains arriving on time, so 
it was a necessity for a place to be 
provided where women and children 
could wait, also where the telephone 
or telegraph could be obtained. 

On the application of the city 
solicitor, the comnilssioners postponed 
indefinitely the order for a half-inter- 
locking plant to be established at the 
127th street railway crossing over 
the G.T.P. This means that the city 
will continue the present practice of 
having a flagman at the crossing, 

The arrangements between the city 
and the C.N.R. with regard to a diver- 
sion at Connor's Hill road were ap- 
proved,

The application of the Canadian 

Preight Association for approval of 
heir proposed new freight ciassifica- 
on, the proposed increase in the rail 
nd water rates from eastern to west- 
nm Canada; tne application of the 
ailway companies to make a percent- 
ge advance on all class and commod- 
ty freight rates and on all passenger 
fares of 16 per cent. and a specific in- 
crease of 16 cents per ton on both 
bituminous and anthracite coal, were 
the chief matters dealt with by the 
Board of Railway Co:imissioners, con- 
sisting of Sir Henry Drayton and 8. P. 
McLean at its sitting at Edmonton to- 
day, the proceedings taking place at 
the court house, 
In these cases evidence for and 
against was taken, the chairman, Sir 
Henry Drayton, eaying that this course 
was being adopted at all points and 
that decision would be given later. 

F. T. Fisher, secretary of the Ed- 
monton Board of Trade, was the chief 
objector as representing that body, to 
tho proposed new freight classification. 

In the course of a lengthy and com- 
preheneive address Mr. Hisner said 
that the Board of Trady took the 
strongest possible objection to the pro- 
posed classification and asked that ap- 
proval ahold not be given. Objection 
qwas taken on the following grounds: 
It woul cause inconvenience and dis- 
turbance to the trade of western Can- 
eda for which no compensating ad- 
vantages were shown by the railways; 
it was inconvenient in arrangement 
end difficult to use in many respects; 
it caused advances in rates in a very 
Jargo number of instances by raising 
the classification on numerous items, 
and provided Teductions i a relatively 
gmall number of items; it rateed mint- 
mum weights on innumerablo items 
affording considerable increaso in rev- 
enue to the carriers at a sacrifice of 
the convenience of the public, with- 
out according the public any conces- 
gions; the substitution of rule 7 in the 
proposed classification fo» the presen{ 
tule 2 would introduce a principle 
which was diametrically opposed to 
the spirit of the classification at pres- 
ent in effect, so far as western traffic 
was concerned and would result in the 
most serious and widespread disloca- 
tion in the commerce of western Can- 
ada. 

Mr. Fisher said that the effect of 
rule 7 would undoubtedly be to divert 
the trade of the local territory from 
the western djstributing houses and 
fo transfer it to eastern centres, and 
give the wholesaler two thousand miles 
away on advantage over the house on 
the ground. Mr. Fisher argued that 
were it not for the distributing houses 
on the ground there would be no ex- 
cuse for a city at Edmonton. He en- 
tered a strong protest against the con- 
istantly shifting minimum weights un- 
adler the proposed classification, which 
laccording to his showing made the 
thing a farce, es a dealer when mak- 
ing a car load order wag altering the 
minimum weight with practically 
every article that he added to his order 
list. 

H. H. Cooper, of the MacDonald, 
Cooper Co., spoke of the great com- 
petition among wholesalers in the 
grocery business in the west, and said 
aAhat the competition was so keen that 
the least rebate secured by the jobber 
when purchasing or tran@acting his 
business in any way reacted in favor 
of the ultimate consumer. 

Favors Small Increase. 

J. B. Brown, president of the board 
of trade, said that they were object- 
ing to the classification on behalf of 
the wholesalera, They felt that the 
rallways should have a small increase 
in revenue, and were willing to al- 
low it, but the proposal was a gen- 
eral raise all round in rates. 

Mr. Ransome, who represented the 
Canadian Freight association, said 
that the classification was at once a 
reduction and er advance,

350 RECRUITS 
FLYING CORPS 
SINCE MAY | 


Lieut. Robert Daniel In Oharge 
In Western Oanada Visits — 
Edmonton. 


Lieut. Robert Daniel, who is in 
charge of recruiting for the Royal 
Flying Corps in Western Canada, with 


headquartera at 298 Main atreet, 
Winnipeg, when in Edmonton on 
Monday stated that the West had 


come through ¢0 far partsiularly well 
in recruiting, over 350 men having 
joined up since the beviniinge of May. 
The Heutenant explained that a num- 
ber of officerg have been sent over 
to Canada by the Imperial Govern- 
ment to arrange for the training of 
Canadian pilots in this country. 
Hitherto there have been cases where 
men have left Canada to join the fly- 
ing corps in England and have found 
after they got there that they were 
unsuitable, It is for that reason 
that the training is being done in 
Canada before sending the men over- 
seas, Colonel C. G, Hoare is in com- 
mand of the Imperial Royal Flying 
Corps in Canada. 

In addition to flying men, a large 
number of mechanics of d«ifferent 
trades aro required. Among these 
are included acetylene welders, vul- 
canizers, blacksmiths, tinsmiths, cop- 
persmithe, fitters, turners, machinists, 
cabinetmakers, carpenters, automo- 
bile mechanics and drivers, motor 
cyclists, tailors, sailmakers, uphol- 
sterers, wireless operators, wireless 
mechanics, male clerks, stenograph- 
ers, etc, 

It is pointed out that apart from 
the men having a particularly inter- 
esting occupation, at the same time 
@g serving their country, the men are 
breaking into a new industry at no 
expense to themselves, which will 
vastly increase their wage-earning 
capacity after the war is over. The 
aeroplane hag come to stay, and will 
be one of the most important com- 
mercial propositions when peace 
comes. 

The Royal Flying Corps is divided 
up into wings, which in turn are dl- 
vided into squadrons, which again are 
divided into flights, consisting of a 
number of machines. The keynote 
of the organization of the flying corps 
is decentralisation, that is to say, each 
flight is entirely self-contained and is 
provided with its own workshop, and 
can work independently. The men 
are also taught to act for themselves 
and are often sent out to do import- 
ant work without having an officer 
in charge.

When the men first join they are 
enlisted as second-class air me- 
chanics at $1.35 per day, including 
Sundays, with all food, clothing, etc., 
found. The fact that they are en- 
listed as second-class mechanics does 
not mean they aro second-class crafts- 
men. Second-clats air mechanic is 
merely the army rank. On promi- 
tion to first air mechanics they re- 
ceive $1.60 per day, corporals get 
$1.70, sergoants $2, flight sergeants 
$2.30, and sergeant-majors $3.80.

The Militia Act. 

To the Bulletin: What are the main 
provisions of the Canadian militia act? 

J, B., Edmonton. 

By the Militia Act of 1904 the mil- 
itla of Canada is declared to consist 
of all the male inhabitants of Canada 
ef the age of 18 years or upwards and 
under 60, not exempted or disqualified 
by law, this population being divided 
into four classes, The first class com- 
prises those aged 18 or upwards and 
under 80, being unmarried or widow- 
ers without children. The second class 
comprises those between the ages of 
20 and 45, being unmaried or widow- 
ers without children. The third class 
comprises thos» betwen 18 and 45, be- 
ing married or widowers with children. 
The fourth class comprises those be- 
tween 45 and 60,

One of Sir Kobert Borden's cabinet 
ministers has resigned, and the indl- 
cations are that not only will there be 
more cabinet resignations, but that a 
considerable number of his followers 
in the house of commons will bolt the 
party.

CONSCRIPTION IN CANADA, 
(From the New York Outlook) 

Canada faces today a serious politi- 
cal crisis. The premier has called for 
conscription to support her armies on 
the western front, but against such a 
policy decided opposition has devel- 
oped, especially in the French-Cana- 
dian province of Quebec. It is report- 
ed that, faced by this active oppost- 
tion, Premier Borden, the Conservat- 
ive, has made overtures to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, the great Liberal leader, in 
the hope that a coalition government 
can be formed. Premier Borden owes 
his position to an unofficial coalition 
between the Conservatives and the 
Nationalist party. How shaky a 
foundation such a combination sup- 
plies for the premier may be realized 
from the statement of Henri Bouras- 
sa, leader of the Nationalist party in 
Quebec, who says: “It is useless to 
disguise the truth; two million 
French-Canadians in a block are op- 
posed to conscription,” 

To understand the attitude of Que- 
bec toward conecription and the sig- 
nificance of anti-conscription de- 
monstrations on the part of _ French- 
Canadians it is necessary to go back 
to the year 1909, when, acting upon 
a unanimous resolution of the house 
of commons, Sir Wilfrid Laurier un- 
dertook, as part of the Liberal policy, 
the formation of a Canadian naval 
service, which was to be so formed as 
to co-operate readidly with mayal 
forces of other parts of the British 
empire in time of war. This policy 
of Sir Wilfrid's was attacked by a 
group of men 1n Quebec calling them- 
selves Nationalists on the score that 
it meant varticipation by Canada _ in 
European wars So successfully did 
the Nationalists conduct their cam- 
paign in the first by-election in the 
province of Quebec after the inaug- 
uration of the naval policy that Sir 
Wilfrid's candidate was defeated and 
the Nationalists’ candidate returned 
The Conservative party in Quebec re- 
frained from placing a candidate tn 
the field at the time of this election 
and gave tacit assistance to the Na- 
tionallyts. When the federal elections 
of 1911 were held, the Conservative 
party made a secret alliance with the 
Nationalists, It was agreed that Lib- 
eral candidates should be opposed by 
Nationalist candidates in a number of 
constituencies, and by Conservatives 
in others, and that where the Na- 
tionalists were onvosing the Liberals 
they should be assisted by Conservat- 
ive funds and electoral support. The 
attack against Laurier was to be not 
on reciprocity, which was popular in 
Quebec, but on the naval policy, 
which, {t was urged, meant conscrip- 
tion. Conseription was pictured in 
hideous terms. So successfully was 
this campaign of prejudice conducted 
against Sir Wilfrid that, with Conser- 
vative aid, the Nationalists carried 
some seventeen seats, and received in 
recognition of their services three of 
the portfolios in Sir Robert Borden's 
cabinet.
